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Gen. MacArthur-and the Congress 


Sen. Richard B. Russell, as chairman 
of the Senate Armed Services Committee, 
has invited Gen. Douglas MacArthur to 
appear before that Committee to express 
his views concerning our Asiatic foreign 
policy and to answer questions from 
members. 

We are glad he has done so. We trust 
the General will accept. The fullest pub- 
* licity will be helpful. 

But, we hope also the General will not 
. accept an invitation to address a joint ses- 
sion of Congress if one is forthcoming, as 
it likely should, and will, be. It is sig- 
nificant that Gen, Elbert Tuttle, Georgia’s 
highly respected GOP State Chairman, 
has publicly expressed the hope Gen. Mac- 
Arthur will not appear before Congress. 

An appearance there would subject the 
General to further charges that he has too 
frequently gone over the heads of civil 
and military authority to appeal] to public 
oeerae | and emotions. A soldier’s re- 

ationship is to authority and not to the 
ple. 

Perhaps the most objectionable feature 
of the episode is the manner in which cer- 
tain politicians of the more extreme Re- 
publican wing are exploiting the General 
and his following for their own selfish 
ends. They are seeking to divide the coun- 


try, if by doing so they can strengthen 
their own political fences. 

There is no possible way of avoiding 
the fact that President Truman could do 
nothing but remove Gen, MacArthur. That 
the problem should have been given ear- 
lier attention, ‘thereby avoiding the last 
drastic decision, is true. But it was not 
and Gen. ‘MacArthur, having drawn the 
issue of his own authority as opposed to 
that of the civil government, had to be 
removed. 

It must be realized that it was not 
merely a Truman decision. He has said 
the problem was one which occupied the 
better portion of a week, following hard 
on Gen. MacArthur's rebellious public 
letter to GOP leader Joe Martin. Cer- 
tainly the general staff concurred in the 
dismissal. 

The President praised the General’s 
services highly, and made it clear his re- 
moval was on the basis of failure to carry 
out policy of the Government and the 
staff. 

By all means let the General appear be- 
fore committees. 

But, let us spare the nation the damage 
of an appearance before a joint session of 
the Congress. 


Valid Reasons for Splitting a Unit 


It is easy to understand the complaints 
of members of the Air National Guard’s 
128th Fighter-Bomber Squadron that the 
outfit is being split up and personnel as- 
signed to various other units. 

Before being called into Federal service 
last Fall, the. Squadron was stationed at 
Dobbins Air Force Base near Marietta. 
Practically all members are Georgians and 
those who have voiced protests say the 
strongest selling point of recruiters was 
the assurance that Georgians would be 
fighting alongside one another. In short, 
it was the understanding of at least some 
members that the Squadron would go into 
combat as a unit. They would be fighting 
shoulder-to-shoulder with friends from 
their native State with whom they had 
trained in happier days. 

Now stationed in Louisiana, members 
of the 128th are being scattered to other 
outfits by reassignment. 

The Georgians, at least some of them, 
don’t like it. 

Certainly, at first glance, there would 
seem valid aspects to their grievance. But 
if these Georgians will look to the reasons 
for the’ transfer they will find sound and 
logical grounds for the decision. 


In fact, the splitting up of the 128th is, 
in line with the lessons learned from bitter 
experience in the last war. Military plan- 
ners always must look to the ultimate 
effect. In World War II, the ultimate ef- 
fect of sending units from a given area into 
combat was in some cases disastrous. 

There was the National Guard division 
from a small area of New Mexico and 
West Texas which was practically wiped 
out. The tremendous casualty rate in this 
small area was a calamity. The scars will 
last for a full generation. Losses would 
have not been less tragic, but they would 
have been more easily absorbed had they 
been spread out over the country. 

The Army and Air Force sensibly do 
not want this to happen again and now 
largely follow the policy of splitting up 
outfits from any given locality. The Ma- 
rines always have done so. 

Obviously, State pride and associations 
with old friends help make combat more 
endurable, but fighting a war is at best a 
gruesome, fearsome business. Over-all 
considerations of the welfare of the coun- 
try, and of the fighting man’s own State 
and section as well, outweigh personal 
desires.

Georgia Solons 
Show Restraint 


WASHINGTON—Georgia delegation members, 
for the. most part, took a restrained attitude on 
the red-hot controversy raised by President Tru- 

man’s dismissal of Gen. MacArthur as commander of American 
and United Nations forces in Korea. 


Besieged on all sides for comment, Sen. Walter F. George 
declined outright to make any statement. Sen. Richard B. Russell, 
chairman of the Senate Armed Services Committee, was away 
from the Capitol on the day the news broke and hence was not 
immediately available. 


On the House side also, Georgia members mostly were reluctant 
to become involved in the dispute. Privately the consensus of 
the group was that the President had no other alternative but to 
relieve MacArthur of his command, in view of his open disagree- 
ment with the Administration over the conduct of the war in Korea. 


Some Georgia members were disturbed at the initial reaction 
received from constituents in the State over the MacArthur inci- 
dent. Various reports were communicated to them of people being 
aroused by the dismissal and were taking a bitter attitude toward 
the President for his action. Delegation members received a flood 
of telegrams and long-distance calls on the ‘subject, most of them 
taking a critical view of the developments, 


Some of the more level heads among the Congressional group 
deplored this initial response and thought it was evidence of the 
people not being too well informed on matters of government policy 
and the aims we are seeking to accomplish in the Far East. What 
we are doing, it was emphasized, is trying to avoid becoming 
involved in another world war which Gen. MacArthur would invite 
by the steps he would take with regard to Red China. 


Rep. Sidney Camp, of Newnan, an influential member of the 
all-powerful House Ways and Means Committee, urged, for one, 
that the people study this phase of the problem before attempting 
to pass judgment on what has transpired. Others were of a like 
frame of mind. 


Sen. George, while declining to comment on the situation, 
appeared to take a calm view of everything. He did not seem to 
be disturbed or aroused over the White House action.

Recently Lester Moody, secretary of the Augusta Chamber of 
Commerce, made a trip to Washington and he and Brown got 
together. Brown then got the representatives of the Government 
agencies who were stumbling over each other in Augusta together. 


“Name one man who can represent you all and co-ordinate 
things,” demanded Brown. “Put him in Augusta.” 

Oddly enough, the Government agencies agreed. One man now 
is traffic director for Government operations on the Savannah 
plant. It’s working out all right, too. 


cae Due to its bad timing, the vinegar blast let

M. E. ‘Thompson, in resigning his post with the Office of Price 
Stabilization, produced hardly a ripple of excitement in Wash- 
ington. The reason was that Thompson, former Acting Governor

The MacArthur story blasted the Thompson blast . off the front 
pages of the local papers, and in some cases caused it to be ignored 
entirely.

As it is, about the only attention it commanded was in Georgia 
delegation circles. Delegation members were amused at the inci- 
dent, but asked to be excused from commenting.

But just to 
show there are no hard feelings, Mark invites the 
MacArthurs to settle in Cedartown. ... “Mrs.

We Must Move to Close the Gap 


FRANKFURT—The preliminary impression left by a month of investigation in Europe is best 
summed up by the old often-quoted couplet, “Byt at my back I always hear time’s winged chariot 


hurrying near.’ 


The rather worn poetic tag is constantly brought to mind because, in this year of 


decision, there is not very much time, and what time we have is being wasted. Events are moving 


faster and faster. 


in the Middle East which is now causing this reporter to fly to Teheran. 


Every month nowadays produces a new crisis somewhere, like the grave crisis 


The tempo clearly indi- 


cates the approach of a showdown, of perhaps of a series of showdowns, in the world struggle 


between the Soviet empire and the Western allies. 


Moreover, when this showdown comes—and 
it may come this year or next, and center in 
the Far East or the Middle East or Western 
Europe—the result will be at least temporarily 
decisive. 

; 

There will be a war, or a surrender. Or 
a stalemate. To frighten the Western allies 
inte a surrender which will undermine their 
position is the aim of the Kremlin. To pro- 
duce a stalemate, and thus to achieve at least 
a semblance of security, is the purpose of 
Western policy. 


The danger of world war lies chiefly in the 
possibility, which is perhaps even a probability, 
that the Kremlin will again miscalculate the con- 
sequences of its acts, as it did in the case of 
Korea. It is very clear that neither party to 
the world struggle wants a war. Yet the Krem- 
lin can all too easily take a position from which 
it cannot retreat, which none the less will force 


fhe Western allies to fight. Here in Europe, 


Berlin and Yugoslavia are the most sensitive 
points, where the Kremlin is most likely to 
go too far. 

Time is so precious in these circumstances, 
for the very simple reason that the weakness of 
the Western allies is what chiefly tempts and 
invites the Kremlin to go-too far. If the weak- 
nesses of the West are repaired, the rset 
will be removed. The stalemate which is the 
object of Western policy will be achieved.

There is very little doubt indeed that 
Soviet power will attain its peak (including 
a potentially decisive stock of atomic weap- 
ons) in the year 1952-53. On the other hand, 
as yet, Western defense preparations are still 
calculated on a preliminary target date in 
1953-54, or even 1954-55. In short, we are 
only going te be ready for the time of utmost 
danger a good many months after it has actu-

Wage Stabilization 


Questions Answered 


By BILL BORING , 
Friday at the 1951 Atlanta Personnel Institute James M. 


Patton, investigation supervisor of the U. S. Department of, 


Labor's Wage and Hour and Public Contracts divisions, dis- 
cussed the wage stabilization regulations, concerning which 


there is much public confusion. The following questions and 


answers are based on his discussion. 


Q. Is there a local agency au- 
thorized to issue formal rulings 
on the general wage stabilization 
regulations?, 

A. Yes, the Wage and Hour of- 
fice has that authority. The office 
In Atlanta is located on the fourth 
floor of the Title Building. There 
ig another office in Savannah, lo- 
cated at 207 Industrial Building. 


Q. Will rulings made at the 
local level be considered official? 
A. You may rest assured that 
the information we give you as to 
whethef a proposed increase comes 
within the exemption of a general 
regulation will be official. 


Q. How do you go about se- 
curing such a ruling? 

A. Prepare a clear statement of 
your present and proposed wage 
rates, giving all the facts about the 
proposed rate change or other 
compensation methods for which 
you seek an opinion or ruling. Do 
not generalize. 

Q. I presume you're speaking 
of regulations already issued 
which do not require prior ap- 
proval of the Wage Stabilization 
Board with respect to possible 
wage adjustments. 

A, Yes, so far as I know, the 
National Board has not yet for- 
mulated or announced its proce- 
dure with respect to the handling 
of wage adjustments which require 
prior Board approval. The Board 
has, however, issued 10 general 
regulations which permit wage in- 
creases without Government—that 
is, Board—approval. Generally, in 
such cases, certain reports must 
be filed with the Wage and Hour 
Division. 

Q. Then there has been some 
thawing of the General Wage 
Stabilization Regulation which 
froze wages as of Jan. 25, 1951? 
A. Yes, beginning with General 

Regulation No. 2, which represent- | 
ed a slight thawing action. It 
provided that increases in wages, 
salaries and other compensation 
agreed to in writing or determined 
and communicated to employees 
on or before Jan. 25, 1951—and 


where the agreement provides that | 


the increases were to take effect 
and be applicable to work per-. 
formed before or on Feb. 9—could | 
be made without obtaining the. 
written approval of the Board. 

Q. Have many employers tak- 
en advantage of the exemptions 
under this regulation? 

A. Yes, we have written several | 
hundred rulings under General 
Order No. 2. | 

Q. Are increases authorized 
for bringing salaries or wages 
into compliance with the Federal 
Wage and Hour Law and other 
such state laws establishing 
minimum wage rates and over- 
time premium payments? 

A. Yes, such increases not only 
are authorized by the Board but! 
are mandatory by already existing 
statutes. 

Q. Are merit or length of 
service increases permissible? 

A. Yes, they are permissible
